Seen Escaping 


While White was at the front 


door, Sheriff Stouffer saw Wake- 
night trying to crawl out of a base- 
ment window at the rear of the 
house and yelled at him to "hold it 
you're surounded." 


At that time, according to Dep- 


uty Burrs, a state patrolman came 
around the corner of the house be- 
tween 
Stouffer 
and 
Wakenight. 


Wakenight then slipped back into 
the basement. Burrs said. 


White said Wakenight then came 


back upstairs and walked into the 
living room carrying a bottle of 
beer and wearing a cap trying to 
disguise himself. Wakenight then 
told White, "Wakenight's gone." 


White, who said he "participated 


in an arrest of Wakenight a few 
years ago when he was arrested in 
a cornfield near Polo for being an 
escapee, then said "No, he is not 
gone because you're Wakenight."

White said Wakenight stood there 


for a minute, then walked to the 
kitchen while finishing his beer, 
came back into the room and told 
his mother, "I guess I might as 
well go" and surrendered without 
an argument.

Typhoon 
Hits Japan; 
1,500 Dead 


Believe 67 Yanks 
Perish in Storm 
That Lashe^ Isle 


TOKYO (vP)—An estimated 


1,500 persons perished in a 
howling typhoon which struck 
north Japan Sunday night, 
including nearly 1,000 who 
died when a huge sea-going 
ferry capsized. 


The bodies of 17 Americans have 


been recovered so far and perhaps 
SO more are missing, officials an- 
nounced. 


Authorities said 590 bodies have 


been found and a national policy 
spokesman estimated that BOO bod- 
ies will be recovered from the cap- 
sized ferry.

Robert Eunson, who flew to Hako- 
date, said the search for survivors 
has ended and rescue squads are 
lining up bodies of the dead on 
rough straw mats in an old sea- 
man's center. • 


Storm Veer* 


The great storm, 
generating 


winds up to 110 miles an hour, 
apparently had whirled harmlessly 
into the Japan Sea when suddenly 
it curled back and struck the 
northern island of Hokkaido almost 
without warning. 


The result was Japan's greatest 


maritime disaster. 


Giant waves in Tsugaru Straits 


sank five big ferries, four of which 
carried no passengers, and hun- 
dreds of small craft. 


A fire virtually wiped out Iwan- 


ai, a city of 23,000 on Hokkaido's 
west coast, and police reported dis- 
astrous 
landslides a n d 
floods 


throughout Hokkaido. 


Communications and power lines 


were wrecked. Rail lines and high- 
ways were blocked. 


Ferry ITpnets 


The most terrible disaster oc- 


curred in Hakodate harbor, where 
the big ocean ferry Toya Maru. 
carrying 
1,252 passenger* 
and 


crewmen, smashed into rocks and 
turned, turtle. 


Forty-three railroad cars weie 


hurled about inside the hull. 


A survivor described the strick- 


en vessel as "a hell on earth." 


The first newsman to reach Hak- 


odate harbor used a similar phrase 
in describing it—"a sea of hell." 


Eyewitnesses said the sickle- 


shaped harbor and its mile-long 
coast resembled a great naval dis- 
aster scene of the Pacific war. 
Wrecks of five ships and literally 
hurdred.i of small craft littered 
the beach.

W A S H I N G T O N (IP) — 


A special senate investigating 
committee recommended to- 
day that Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy "should be censured" 
by the senate. 


In A report prepared for the sen- 


ate, 
the six-member committee 


said MeCaithy, Wisconsin Republi- 
can, had treated the senate and 
one of, its committees contemptu- 
ously. It said further that on an- 
other count his alleged abuse of 
Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, "th* 
senator from Wisconsin, Mr. Mc- 
Carthy, should be censured." 


As for three other broad charges 


considered in nine days of hear- • 
ings, the committee said it feeii 
they "do not, under all the evi- 
dence, justify a resolution of cen- 
sure," 


Convenes Nov. 8 


The senate will convene in spe- 


cial session Nov. 8 to consider the 
committee'* recommendations. 


The senate itself will decide then 


whether to vote to censure or non» 
censure. 


Adoption ,of a resolution of cen- 


sure would amcunt simply to a 
public rebuke of McCarthy and 
would not, of itself, remove any 
Of his senatorial privileges. 


The special committee's report 


ran to a total of around 40,000 
words. Much of the text was de- 
voted to a summary of the evi- 
dence. 


In a concluding summary of rec- 


ommendaitons, the c o m m u t e * 
said: 


"For 
the reasons and on th* 


facta found in this report, tht se- 
lect committee recommends: 


"1. That the charges in the 


caetgory of 'incidents of contempt 
of the senate or a senatorial com- 
mittee,' the senator from Wiscon- 
sin, Mr. McCarthy, should be cen- 
sured. 


No Justification 


"2. That the charges in the 


category of 'incidents of encour- 
agement of United States employ- 
ees to violate the law and their 
oaths of office or executive orders,' 
do not, under all the evidence, 
justify a resolution of censure. 


"3. That the chatges in the 


category of 'incidents involving re- 
ceipt or use of confidential or 
classified or other confidential in- 
formation from executive files,' do 
not, under all the evidence, justify 
a resolution of censure. 


"4. That the 
charges 
in the 


category of 'incidents involving 
abuse of colleagues in the Sen- 
ate," except as to those dealt with 
in the first category, do not, un- 
der all the evidence, justify a res- 
olution of censuie. 


'"5. That on the charges in the 


category of 'incident relating to 
Ralph W. Zwicker, a general offi- 
cer of the army of the United 
States,' the senator Horn Wiscon- 
<=in, Mr. McCarthy, should be cen- 
sured " 


Advocate Rule Change 


Further, the committee recom- 


mended that the Senate change its 
rules and ban one-man committee 
hearing except when rhe full com- 
mittee, by majority vote, has di- 
rcctlv authorized a single member 
to hold a bearing. 


The group proposed also a rule 


foi bidding disclosure of testimony 
talr^n in a closed session unless 
authorized by a majority vote of 
the committee.

Acute Attacks of Gout 
Often Due to Food, Alcohol

Gout is a most Interesting dis- 


ease, though not a very common 
one. It's cause or cause* art still 
somewhat obscure, though perhaps 
most students of the disease agree 
ingeneral that it is an inherited de- 
fect of metabolism (tissue function- 
ing) which causes some people to 
manufacture more uric acid than 
they can use or eliminate. 


Certainly gout is one of the most 


painful of all human disorders. It 
is principally a disease of men and 
only about one case in 20 is in 
women. 


When typical, an acute attack 


starts rather unexpectedly with 
great pain at the base of one of 
the big toes. It may, of course, 
start near some other joint. The 
pain is sharp and often wakes the 
victim from a sound sleep. Tender- 
ness is extreme; even the weight 
of the bed clothes is often too much 
to bear. 


AN ACUTE ATTACK is frequent- 


ly brought on by overindulgence»in 
food or alcoholic beverage. A good 
many of those who suffer an attack 
report an unusually rich or large

But in Russia, Harri- 
man deliberately forced on a plain- 
ly hostile power which was build- 
ing for a post-war industrial future 
in competition with the civilized 
west, enormous masses of equip- 
ment which could have^nothing to 
do with her current military effort 
againts the Nazis. There is abun- 
dant testimony on this in the mem- 
oirs of many of his colleagues in 
that fantastic orgy. Even Harry 
Truman had realised, in one flash 
of reason, possibly his last ere he 
succumbed to the brain-washing, 
that Russia was no less our enemy 
than Germany. He said so, ob- 
scurely, the day after Hitler at- 
tacked Russia but he was nobody 
then and his remark was lost. The 
time came when the same man 
presided in our name at the sur- 
render to Stalin of the victory 
which our people had won in war. 


Henry Wallace well expressed 


the new deal dementia when he in- 
sisted in one of his gibberings that 
Russia must be built up into a 
great industrial power to replace 
obliterated Germany. Henry Mor- 
genthau formally prescribed that 
obliteration with a further stipula- 
tion that the United States should 
pull out and leave Germany to her 
neighbors.

health of the American people in 
the past 50 years than in all the 
preceding years. These gains must 
be held and new ones made. As 
old scourges like typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and 'child-bed fever' have 
been beaten down, extra years of 
life have been given to all of us. 


"Life expectancy has been near- 


ly doubled since 1890—a dramatic 
evidence of the value of public 
health work. These extra years we 
have 
to 
live, 
however, have 


brought in a whole new set of 
scourges—the chronic diseases, our 
main health problem today," the 
speaker continued. "The 'break- 
down' diseases have increased 
enormously: Heart and kidney dis- 
eases, arthritis and cancer, to 
name but a few. 


Cost Is High 


"Our country spends well over 


one billion dollars annually just to 
take care of our huge army of 
mental patients. We have another 
army of victims of cerebral palsy 
—a tragic, life-long disease that 
begins at birth. There is still an- 
other army of rheumatic heart dis- 
ease victims. Tuberculosis, while 
down 90 per cent in occurrence 
during the past 40 years, still takes 
its toil. 


"The development of p u b l i c 


health departments was a natural 
part of the health movement that 
began its great upswing at the turn 
of the century." added Miss Geis- 
ter. "As medical science began 
to learn how to apply the truths 
learned in research laboratories, 
health departments hrd to expand 
in both numbers and activities. No 
longer did they exist only to police 
contagious disease 
cases. Con- 


tagion was disappearing, and these 
departments had to assume re- 
sponsibility for the public health of 
the entire community—rich and 
poor alike—wherever people lived 
and worked. 


On the Job 


"Whenever you see the sign 


'Safe Drinking Water', you know 
your health department is on the 
job," said the speaker. "In my 
young days as a public health 
nurse, typhoid fever was as much 
a part of autumn as was Hallo- 
we'en. Today's freedom from this 
dread disease means that health 
departments are guarding sewage 
disposal and water and food sup- 
plies. We hated the summer be- 
cause it always meant sick and 
dead babies. Today's wonderful 
crops of laughing, healthy children 
are due as much to clean milk, 
absence of flies and health educa- 
tion as to any other factors. 


"Forty years ago and even later, 


our most 'dangerous occupation' 
was simply that of being a child 
under five years of age," said Miss 
Geister. "The next most dangerous 
one was being a young school 
child. The modern immunization 
programs in our schools and doc- 
tors' offices have turned today in- 
to the safest age in our public 


health departments have been a 
positive, vital factor in all of these 
things." 


Miss Geister continued, "Nation- 


ally, we have a wonderfuMy effi- 
cient health department in the U.S. 
Public Health Service. Congress 
recently appropriated to its health 
institutes where research is con- 
stantly under way, ten million dol- 
lars more than was requested—so 
great is Congress' appreciation of 
the excellent work being done in 
these institutes. 


Calls It "Sound" 


"We have in Illinois a sound, 


productive state health 
depart- 


ment. But the lessons of hygiene 
and sanitation and prevention must 
be applied where the people are— 
at home, at work, in schools and 
in factories. That is why local 
health departments are essential 
components of our whole plan for 
health. The local health depart- 
ment has a growing responsibility 
not only in the prevention of con- 
tagious diseases, but in the serious, 
growing problem of chronic dis- 
ease."
